‘The possibilities of the tele- 
phone as a means of communiea- 
tion become limitless with the 
introduction of the radio-tele-_ 
phone system and the gradual 
improvements made in the 
operation of the cables. There 
are still people who refuse to 
have telephones in their houses, 
just as superstitions still sur- 
vive in the oddest places, but 
before long the acquisition of 
the telephone sense should be as 
easy and as widespread as 
reading and writing. No doubt 
‘a good deal of impetus has been 
given to the movement by the 
Progress of the talking film, 
which has so frequently ex- 
pounded in a most practical way 
the advantages of rapid tele- 
phone communication and also 
has, unconsciously as it were, 
taught the general public the 
value of clear enunciation and 
tolerant treatment of the human 
ear. On the day in| which a

Depressing Outlook

‘The Harbin 
General Mr. Yagi te 
stated that’ the greatest activity 
‘shown by Japanese in Northern 
Manchuria was seen in 1916 to 1919,

‘Japanese foreign trade 
activity of Japanese con- 
lorthern Manchuria in- 
ind. Japanese "banknotes 
‘were accepted everywhere, At that 
ye there were more than 5,000 | 
japanese resident in Harbin alone, 
but the economic erisis of 1926 
eaused many firms to close their 
Goors and the number of Japanese 
yesidents decreased, till during the 
past few years it’has fallen to 
rom 3,500. to 3,700 persons.

Brig.-Gen. Orpen-Palmer Inspects S.V.C.: Enthusiastic

Brigadier-General H.B.H, Orpen: 
Palmer, C1.6., 0.80, after attending. 
various fauewell functions during

which knocks you end-ways. 
When you have picked yourself 
up, you had best agree with him 
that, since he has so many other 
hardships to bear, you will not 
inflict your presence upon him 
but will go “express” for the 
ridiculous sum of $2.
